‘‘Rap—Rap—Rap-rap!’”’ And again 
it came: ««Rap—Rap—Rap-rap! I 

Sound travels quickly in Weltevreden. | 
Noises are blissfully tew in a tropical | 
clime, but the slightest disturbance at | 
one end of this glorious garden spot 
eould be heard plainly at the other. 

Simultaneously with the semi-metal- | 
lie raps Mingo burst into the room | 
through the bamboo portieres, his brown 
face almost livid. 

‘*Toean amok! Toean amok!’’ ‘he 
shrieked, in a shrill falsetto, 

I had no need of his warning. The | 
first of the metallie signals had brought | 
me to my feet, and before Mingo had 
finished slamming the doors and shut- | 
ters closed I had grabbed a heavy walk- 
ing stick and stood on the lawn outside. 

On every side of me the violent clos 
ing of doors and shutters resembled a) 
rapid-fire volley from machine-guns. The | 
Paraplang was deserted, and not a thing | 
stirred in any direction. Not a sound 
was heard except the repeated: ‘*Rap— 
Rap—Rap-rap!’’ 

It was the amok signal! It had start- | 
ed at some point in the eity where an 
agent of police—or possibly a citizen 
had first taken from its hook a stout, 
solid wooden club and had struck a long, 
also solid beam that hung suspended 
from an adjacent portico. {t had been 
taken up instantly at many. seneiget 
points in Weltevreden by citizens. eT 
police agents, 80 that the amok signa 
was flashed all over Weltevreden as 
quickly as if a central telephone or 
telegraph operator had flashed it oeet 
European wires.
